PASSAGE OF PROPOSITIONS 
12 AND 19 MAY RESULT IN 
NEITHER BEING EFFECTIVE

W hat is believed to be an un­ 
precedented situation in California 
had developed today in respect to 
propositions 12 and 19 on the N o­ 
vember ballot, when it w as pointed 
outthat if both m easures carry, it 
is possible that neither will be­ 
come effective. 
This 
unusual 
situation 
was 
brought to light today by Superior 
Ju dge E. J. M arks, In reviewing a 
report from the legislative com m it­ 
tee of the State B ar association. 
Both propositions 
are 
proposed 
am endm ents to the sam e article in 
the state constitution. 
Num ber 12 
provides for state aid to physically 
disabled persons, while number 19 
provides aid for the blind. 
A l­ 
though the m atter never has been 


tested in California, according to 
Ju d ge M arks, courts in other states 
have held, under sim ilar circum ­ 
stances that the passage of both 
proposals nullifies each, resulting, 
in effect, in their defeat. 
The suggestion has been made 
that those who favor both pro­ 
posals should vote only for number 
12. 
This proposition provides aid 
for physically disabled persons and 
it Is thought that blind 
persons 
would benefit equally with others 
by the p assage 
of 
this 
proposal. 
If a blind person is not physically 
disabled, then who is? 
That ques­ 
tion is being considered in connec­ 
tion 
with the situation that has 
developed regarding the two ballot 
m easures.

chapter w riten in the Greene tra g ­ 
edy.” 
"It’s easy enou gh to see how Ada 
got rid 
of 
Ju lia 
and 
C hester,” 
gru m bled H eath. “B u t w hat stops 
me is how she m u rdered Rex.” 
"Really, y’ know, sergeant,” re ­ 
tu rned Vance, “tha t trick of hers 
shou ldn’t cau se you any perplexity. 
I'll nev er forgiv e m yself 
for 
not 
hav ing gu essed it long ago—Ada 
certainly gav e u s enou gh clu es to 
w ork on.

m antels and the wall. It w as origin­ 
ally u sed, I imagine,

priv ate 
com m u nication 
betw een 
the 
two 
room s. B u t that point is im m ater­ 
ial. The fact rem ains tha t su ch a 
sha ft exists—I v erified it tonight on 
m y w ay dow ntow n from the hospi­ 
tal. I m ight also add that the panel 
a t either end of the shaft is on a 
spring hinge, so tha t 
w hen it 
is 
opened and released it closes au to- 
in the chu te and that this 
other 


the trigger to the catch and thu s 
shot his wife when he him self w as 
in another city. R. C., a m erchant of 
B u dapest, fastened a rev olv er in a 
hu m idor belonging to 
his brother, 
w hich, when the lid w as opened, 
fired and sent a 
bu llet 
into 
his 
bro ther's abdomen. T he 
explosion 
jerked the box from the table and 
thu s exposed the m echanism before 
the m erchant had a chance to re ­ 
m ov e it.’ 
‘‘There, u nqu estionably, is w here 
A da got the su ggestion for R ex’s 
m u rder. She and Rex had probably 
discov ered the hidden passagew ay 
betw een their room s y ears ago. I 
im agine, 
tha t 
as 
children—they 
w ere abou t the sam e age, don’t y ’ 
know —they u sed it 
a s 
a 
secret 
m eans 
of 
correspondence. 
T his 
wou ld accou nt for 
the 
nam e 
by 
w hich they both knew it—‘ou r pri­ 
v ate m ail box.’ 
“And, giv en this know ledge be­ 
tw een Ada and Rex, the m ethod of 
the m u rder becom es perfectly clear. 
T onight I fou nd an 
old-fashioned 
bootjack in A da’s clothes closet— 
probably taken from T obias' library. 
Its w idth ov er all w as 
ju st 
six 
inches and it w as a little less than 
two feet long—it 
fitted 
perfectly 
into the com m u nicating cu p-board. 
Ada, 
following 
G ross’ 
diagram , 
pressed the 
handle 
of 
the 
gu n 
tightly betw een the tapering claws 
of the bootjack, which wou ld hav e 
held it like a v ise, 
then 
tied 
a 
strin g to the trig g er and attached 
the other end to the inside of Rex's 
panel, so tha t when the panel on a 
hair 
trigger, 
w ou ld 
discharge 
straig ht along the sha ft and in ev it­ 
ably kill any one looking into 
the 
opening. 
“W hen Rex fell w ith a bu llet in 
his forehead the panel flapped back 
into place on its spring hinge, and a 
second later there w as no v isible 
ev idence w hatev er pointing to the 
origin of the shot. And here we also 
hav e the explanation for Rex's calm 
express 
of 
u naw areness. 
W hen 
A da retu rned w ith u s from the D is­ 
tric t A ttorney's office, she w ent di­ 
rectly to her room, rem ov ed the 
gu n and the bootjack, hid them in 
her closet, and cam e down to the 
draw ing room to repo rt the foot- 
track s on her carpet—fo o t-track s 
she herself had m ade before leav ­ 
ing the hou se. It was ju st

she came dow nstairs, by the way,

"su ppose her m echanism had fa il­ 
ed to work. She wou ld hav e been in 
for it then.” 
"I hardly think so. If, by any r e ­ 
m ote chance, the trap had n o t op­ 
erated or Rex had recov ered, she 
cou ld easily hav e pu t the blam e on 
som e one else. She had m erely 
to 
say she had secreted the diagram 


m alicatty, snapping back into place 
w ithou t giv ing an y indication that 
it is anything m ore than 
a 
solid 
pa rt of the woodwork .” 
"I get you !” 
exclaim ed 
H eath, 
w ith the excitem ent of satisfaction. 
"Rex w as shot by the old m an-kill­ 
ing safe idea: the bu rglar opens the 
•afe door and gets a bu llet in his 
head from a statio n ary gu n.” 
"E xactly. And the same 
dev ice 
has been u sed In scores of m u rders. 
In the early days 
ou t 
W est 
an 
enem y wou ld go to a rancher’s cab­ 
in du ring the ten an t's absence, hang 
a shotgu n from the ceiling ov er the 
door and tie one end of a string to 
the trig g e r and the other end to the 
latch. W hen the rancher retu rned 
—perhaps days 
later—his 
brains 
wou ld be blown ou t as he 
entered 
his cabin; and the m u rderer wou ld, 
a t the tim e, be in another part of 
the cou ntry.” 
"S u re!” 
T he 
sergeant’s 
eyes 
sparkled. "T here w as a 
Bhooting 
like tha t in A tlan ta two years ago 
—Boscomb w as the name of the 
m u rdered m an. And in Richmond, 
Va 
” 
“T here hav e been m any instances 
of it, sergeant. G ross 
qu otes 
two 
fam ou s A u strian cases, 
and 
also 
has som ething to say abou t 
this 
m ethod In general.” 
A gain he opened the "H u ndbu ch.” 
“On page 943 G ross rem arks: ‘The 
late st A m erican safety dev ices hav e 
nothing to do w ith the safe itself 
and can, in fact, be u sed w ith any 
receptacle. T hey act throu gh chem ­ 
icals or au to m atic firing 
dev ices 
and their object is 
to 
m ake 
the 
presence of a hu m an being who il­ 
legally opens the safe im posisble on 
physical grou nds. The Ju dicial qu es­ 
tion wou ld hav e 
to 
be 
decided 
w hether one is legally entitled to 
kill a Uaifgl&r w ithou t fu rthe r ado 
or d&mfcfte his health. H ow ev er, a 
bu rg lar in Berlin In 1902 w as shot 
throu gh the forehead by a 
self- 
•hooter attached to a safe in an 
exporting hou se. T his style of self- 
shooter hfis also been u sed by m u r­ 
derers. A m echanic. G. Z., attached 
a pistol in a china closet, fastening 


person had prepared the tra p late r 
on. T here wou ld hav e ben no proof 
of her hav ing set the gu n.”

A RESENTENCE COURT OR WHAT 


THE RADIO NECESSARY IN OUR 
HOME 


The radio has becom e an institution 
necessary 


and im p ortant in the whole social structure of our 


land. 
It has become so p erfected that nearly all 


o f the difficulties which the user form erly ex p er­ 


ienced have been elim inated. 
T here are a few weak 


p laces y et which must be strengthened, but those 


weak nesses do not seriously interfere w ith its great 


value. 


The radio, in this p olitical cam p aign, has p rac­ 


tically elim inated local m eetings of lesser celebrities, 


for the masses of the p eop le, simp ly by the turn ­ 


ing of a dial, can sit in their homes and listen to 
the 
national 
candidates 
them selves. 
If 
they de­ 
sire. they can hear the ones second in im p ortance 
such as Robinson or B orah. 
A gain, p rogram s of great interest and more en­ 
joy able are being p ut on nightly in the larger cities, 
to w hich the p eop le m ay listen. 
It seriously affects 
their interest in local p rogram s and local artists. 
It is p robably true, th at we will never discard the 
group ing of ourselves together in our com m unity , 
and certainly the influence, of the p resence of a p er­ 
sonality ’ with us, is som ething th at will alw ay s be ap ­ 
p reciated. 
Yet we m ust recognize that this change is 
on and the difficulties of retaining interest, say ing 
nothing about the enlarging of the interest, are in- 


The Baumes Commission of the New ’io rk A s­ 
sembly is bolding recess bearings on a p rop osition 
that has been m ade to revise faulty sentences p assed 
by judges who follow the law technically and are not 
able to p ass judgm ent on the m erits of every given 
case.

tion of law up on offenders. 
The duty has been as­ 
signed to the Baumes Commission to correct such 
defects by such m ethods as shall mak e for justice 
to the defendant and society alik e. 


Two p rop ositions are before the Commission. 
One 
p rovides for 
a 
commission 
which 
shall 
imp ose 
sentence after the courts have found the offender 
guilty . 
This will relieve judges of th at task . 
Each 
case will be studied 1?v these commissions, and due 
regard p aid to the security of society and the re­ 
form or the rem oval from society of the offender. 
The second p rop osition calls for the institution of a 
resentence court to which all cases will go for the 
final act w hich is now tak en by the p residing judge

creasing. 
Every new invention brings with it changes and 
p roblem s more or less affecting com fort, hap p iness, 
and even livelihood. 
E very new invention in the 
industrial field forces a readjustm ent of em p loy m ent. 
It m ay op en up new fields of em p loy m ent, but fre­ 
quently it throw s men out of w ork by elim inating 
the necessity of hum an labor. 
So it is with the radio. 
W e m ust adjust our 
business, social, p olitical, and economic life to it 
because it is here and it is here to stay . 
W ith the 
television addition, its radius of influence and im­ 
p ortance will be enlarged. 
A lready we note in the 
p olitical field how it has elim inated the p ossibility 
of candidates standing for one thing in one p lace and 
another thing in another p lace. 
For all p ractical 
p urp oses. Gov. A lfred E. Sm ith could have rem ain­ 
ed in A lbany and delivered his addresses, as could 
H erbert H oover have rem ained in Palo Alto. 
The 
sam e crowds w ould have heard them , the only dif­ 
ference being that in the p laces where the m eetings 
were held there w as considerable enthusiasm and 
great crowds saw the candidates. 
This m ay have 
insp ired the candidates to k eener utterances, but 
not if the sp eech was com p letely p rep ared before­ 
hand, and p articularly not if the address was read. 
But the same p eop le were listening in; those who 
were in favor of a low tariff and of no tariff; 
those who were in fav or of p rohibition conditions, 
of m odification conditions, and of ex trem ely wet 
conditions; those who were in favor of injunctions 
in labor disp utes, and those who are op p osed to in­ 
junctions in labor disp utes. 
A sp eech cannot he 
m ade to cap ture the local crowd ex cep t as it affects 
the hundreds of thousands, y es, even millions of 
others who are not in the hall. 
T he tim e has 
p assed when a m an can talk one way in one com ­ 
m unity and another w ay in 
another com m unity . 
He cannot talk wet in M ilw auk ee and Cincinnati, 
and dry in W ichita and “ get away w ith it.” 
It 
has elim inated some of the hy p ocrisy from p olitics. 
The radio is being used for business p urp oses, 
inform ation, entertainm ent, and guidance. 
It will 
becom e as necessary in the hom e as the cook stove 
or a light. 
W e m ust adjust our whole social struc­ 


ture to it. 


T here is m uch to he said for both p rop ositions. 
But the lesser leaders of the ba r are rather hesitant 
about com p licating the m achinery of justice m ore 
than it is now. 
W ith ap p eals to ap p ellate courts, 
and high courts of final jurisdiction on p oints of 
law, w ith p arole boards and ex ecutive p ardoning 
p ow ers, they feel that the offender is already secure 
in his right to justice. 
For this p oint of view is 
m uch to be said. 
But justice to the individual is 
i such a fundam ental p rincip le of dem ocracy th at any 
m eans w hfth will secure that justice for even a few 
offenders should be of concern to all. 
T here is no 
doubt th at the p oint of view of an individual judge 
: does often color his judgm ent. 
He would not he 
hum an if this w ere not so. 
The more necessary 
therefore th at justice should he freed entirely from 
all p ersonal bias. 
T o us it seems that the resentence court, which 
will consider facts not adm issible or relevant in the 
trial of a case, i$ the most feasible. 
T his would 
k eep the case w ithin the jurisdiction of the courts. 
This has been 
the norm al develop m ent of court 
p rocedure. 
W elfare courts, juvenile courts, dom estic 
relations courts, all these p oint to the advisability 
of a court to deal with cases in which the crim e 
and p unishm ent seem to he at variance.

The children do not need 
so m uch w arm th.

ning in and out of the house and 
are w arm er th an 
grow nup s are. 
T hey forget w hen they enter the 
house to rem ove the sw eater or 
th e leggings and rubbers, and sit 
in 
the 
corner 
p ersp iring. 
Then 
o ut they go ag ain and come in 
sniffing and sneezing. 
F irst, 
rem em ber th a t our 
own 
tem p eratures are not a good basis 
for reg ulatin g the tem p erature of 
a room for children. 
It is better 
to use the therm om eter for th at. 
Then m ak e sure th a t fresh a ir is 
entering th e room w here th e chil­ 
dren are. 
If they are sittin g still 
they a re to hav e a w arm er room 
th an 
if 
they 
are 
m oving about 
brisk ly . 
A gy m is not to be as 
w arm 
as 
a 
draw ing 
classroom . 
And th e p lay room is not to be as 
w arm as the room in w hich the 
children sit to read. 
F resh a ir is a fine p rev entativ e 
of colds. 
B ut be careful how the 
fresh 
a ir 
en ters 
th e 
room . 
In 
m any classroom s th e w indow s are 
alongside 
th e 
children 
so 
th at 
w hen a w indow is op ened the wind 
blow s directly on the side face of 
the child. 
T his often gives chil­ 
dren head colds, and ear aches, 
and tooth aches. 
If it is neces­ 
sary to op en a w indow alongside 
children, then hav e a screen to de­ 
flect the curren t of air. 
A rainy day dem ands a w arm er 
tem p erature 
th an 
a 
clear 
sunny 
day , in fall w eather. 
The children 
come in w ith dam p clothing, they 
are shivering a bit w ith th e cold 
dam p ness. 
If the room is w arm , 
a hit w arm er th an y ou k eep it 
during the 
usual 
day , 
they 
will 
relax 
th eir 
bodies, 
grow 
w arm 
quick ly and get to w ork . T hen the 
tem p erature can be low ered. 
B ut 
If 
the children 
are 
chilled, 
and 
stay chilled, they w ill hold their 
bodies tensely , use th eir energy to 
k eep w arm , and fail to en ter into 
the sp irit of work . 
B ut 
it 
is 
seldom 
th a t 
school 
room s or houses, are too cold for 
healthy children. 
U sually they are 
k ep t too w arm . 
W h at th e rig h t 
tem p erature should be is dep end­ 
en t up on several fa cto rs—th e cli­ 


m ate, th e location of th e room, the 
health of the children, the occup a­ 
tion of th« children, th eir dress, 
etc. 
T he rig h t tem p erature is to 
be determ ined by conditions and 
ex p erience. 
B ut 
y ou 
can 
k now 
w hen a room is too w arm by the 
a ttitud e of th e children w ho oc­ 
cup y it. 
If they are heavy -ey ed, 
slow m oving, w ith red sp o ts on 
th eir faces, low er th e tem p erature 
of the room. 
If y our class is disorderly , look 
a t the tem p erature re g iste r and 
a d just th e conditions accordingly . 
A very cold room ex cites children. 
A v ery w arm room sends them to 
sleep . 
S tudy

H om e and school are usually 
too w arm for th e children, having 
been ad justed to th e adult.

Why the mesh-plate instead of 
a continuous sheet of metal In 
th* UT-227 heated-cathode tube? 
Many users of this tube have won­ 
dered about the reason for this 
change In the design of the outer 
element

glneers found 
that emission 
of 
electrons occurred, not only from 
the cathode, but a1*'' from the cyl­ 
indrical grid and plat* unless they 
were relatively cool. 
This would 
be an undesirable condition In the 
operation of a device of this kind, 
aa it would set up conflicting cur­ 
rents in a radio receiver. 
To allow the plats to remain 
cool, and to eliminate undesirable 
electron emission, the use of a 
wire-mesh plate was adopted, thus 
allowing th* escape of much of 
the heat generated by the heavy 
current through the filament; the 
wattage of the 227-type heater is 
Sty times that of the I01A-typ# 
filament, and the generation of 
heat consequently proportional.

There are a few weak 
places yet which must be strengthened, but those 
weaknesses do not seriously interfere with its great 
value.

It is probably true, that we will never discard the 
grouping of ourselves together in our community, 
and certainly the influence, of the presence of a per­ 
sonality with us. is something that will always be ap­ 
preciated. Yet we must recognize that this change is 
on and the difficulties of retaining interest, saying 
nothing about the enlarging of the interest, are in­ 
creasing. 
Every new invention brings with it changes and 
problems more or less affecting comfort, happiness, 
and even livelihood. 
Every new invention in the 
industrial field forces a readjustment of employment. 
It may open up new fields of employment, but fre­ 
quently it throws men out of work by eliminating 
die necessity of human labor. 
So it is with the radio. 
We must adjust our 
business, social, political, and economic life to it 
because it is here and it is here to stay. With the 
television addition, its radius of influence and im­ 
portance will be enlarged. 
Already we note in the 
political field how it has eliminated the possibility 
of candidates standing for one thing in one place and 
another thing in another place. 
For all practical 
purposes. Gov. Alfred E. Smith could have remain­ 
ed in Albany and delivered his addresses, as could 
Herbert Hoover have remained in Palo Alto. 
The 
same crowds would have heard them, the only dif­ 
ference being that is the places where the meetings 
were held there was considerable enthusiasm and 
great crowds taw the candidates. 
This may have 
inspired the candidates to keener utterances, but 
not if the speech was completely prepared before­ 
hand, and particularly not if the address was read. 
But the same people were listening in; those who 
were in favor of a low tariff and of no tariff; 
those who were in favor of prohibition conditions, 
of modification conditions, and of extremely wet 
conditions: those who «me in favor of injunctions 
n labor disputes, and those who are opposed to in­ 
junctions in labor disputes. 
A speech cannot be 
made to capture the local crowd except as it affects 
die hundreds of thousands, yes. even millions of 
others who are not in the hall. 
The time has 
passed when n man can talk one way in one com­ 
munity and another way in another community. 
He cannot talk «vet in Milwaukee and Gncinnati, 
and dry in Wichita and “get away with it.” _ It 
bas eliminated some of the hypocrisy from politics. 
The radio is being used for business purposes, 
information, entertainment, and guidance. 
It will 
become as necessary in the home as the cook stove 
or a fight. We must adjust our whole social struc­ 
ture to it. 


in a case. 
There is much to he said for both propositions. 
But the lesser leaders of the bar are rather hesitant 
about complicating the machinery of justice more 
than it is now. 
With appeals to appellate courts, 
and high courts of final jurisdiction on points of 
law, with parole boards and executive pardoning 
powers, they feel that the offender is already secure 
in his right to justice. 
For this point of view is 
much to be said. 
But justice to the individual is 
such a fundamental principle of democracy that any 
means whith «rill secure that justice for even a few 
offenders should be of concern to all. There is no 
doubt that the point of view of an individual judge 
does often color his judgment. 
He «vould not be 
human if this were not so. 
The more necessary 
therefore that justice should be freed entirely from 
all personal bias. 
To us it seems that the re sentence court, which 
«rill consider facts not admissible or relevant in the 
trial of a case, i% the most feasible. 
This would 
keep the case within' the jurisdiction of the courts. 
This has been the normal development of court 
procedure. Welfare courts, juvenile courts, domestic 
relations courts, all these point to the advisability 
of a court to deal «rith cases in «vhich the crime 
and punishment seem to be at variance.

The children do not need 
so much warmth. 
They are ru n ­ 
ning In and out of the house and 
ara w arm er than grow nups are, 
They forget when they enter the 
house to remove the sw eater or 
th e leggings and rubbers, and sit 
in 
the corner perspiring. 
Then 
out they go again and come In 
sniffing and sneezing. 
First, remember th at our own 
tem peratures are not a good basis 
for regulating the tem perature of 
a room for children. 
It is better 
to use the therm om eter for that. 
Then m ake sure th at fresh air Is 
entering the room where the chil­ 
dren are. 
If they are sitting still 
they are to have a w arm er room 
than if they are moving about 
briskly. 
A gym la not to be as 
w arm 
as 
a 
drawing 
classroom. 
And the playroom is not to be as 
warm as the room in which the 
children sit to read. 
Fresh air is a fine preventative 
of colds. 
B ut be careful how the 
fresh 
air 
enters the room. 
In 
many classrooms the windows are 
alongside 
the 
children 
so 
that 
when a window Is opened the wind 
blows directly on the side face of 
the child. 
This often gives chil­ 
dren head colds, and ear aches, 
and tooth aches. 
If It is neces­ 
sary to open a window alongside 
children, then have a screen to de­ 
flect the current of air. 
A rainy day demands a warmer 
tem perature than a clear sunny 
day, in fall weather. 
The children 
come In with damp clothing, they 
are shivering a bit w ith the cold 
dampness. 
If the room is warm, 
a bit warm er than you keep it 
during the usual day, they will 
relax 
their 
bodies, 
grow 
warm 
quickly and get to work. Then the 
tem perature can be lowered. 
But 
if the children are chilled, and 
stay chilled, they will hold their 
bodies tensely, use their energy to 
keep warm, and fall to enter into 
the spirit of work. 
B ut 
it is seldom 
th at school 
rooms or houses, are too cold for 
healthy children. U sually they are 
kept too warm. 
W hat th e right 
tem perature should be Is depend­ 
ent upon several factors—the d i-

The right temperature to to 
be determined by conditions and 
experience. 
But you can know 
when a room is too «farm b f the

If they are heavy-eyed 
slow moving, with red spots on 
their faces, lower the température 
of the room. 
If your class is disorderly, look 
at the temperature register and 
adjust the conditions accordingly. 
A very cold room excites children. 
A very warm room sends them to 
sleep. 
Study 
your 
température 
chart and watch your thenaome 
ter. 
Home and school are usually 
too warm for the children, having 
been adjusted to the adult Adjust 
for the children and take care of 
yourself apart from them.
